Now pleas* give us a clear eiplanatloa 
that we can depend on, and the College 
Will be paid for.

This^paragraph from Brother 
Bowman's published article of 
last week, cover* the ground 
of occasions, inquiries, I have 
tried in the past to present this 
matter plainly. I believe I. am 
guilty of malting but one false 
statement, and that was repeated 
frequently, but not published 
more than once. I did this in 
faitb, believing what I said, but 
it did not prove to be true. I 
will explain how tbie was and 
yon will thenhave a clue to the 
cause of tbe]oiherg, 

After trie College was placed 
in the hands of the Court or a 
receiver, we took the face of the 
securities, consisting of pledgee, 
conditional notes aud uncondi- 
tional notes and scholarships, 
and they footed up about $20,000. 
We allowed lor shrinkage over 
one fourth, andjconoluded that it 
was .safe tojaay $16,000. When 
we began to) weigh and silt we 
found that the conclusion was 
false, and whenjl discoved this, 
X hastened to make the correc- 
tion, and here let us ask pardon. 
Here is a sample of the way the 
shrinkage toots us, in round 
numbers. The Virginias, $600; 
Iowa, $400, and other autes 
worse in proportion to their 
membership. We do not say 
that all such pledges will not he 
paid, but we have no substantial 
evidence that they will be. They 
are our brethren to be sure, but 
our brethren are like other men's 
brethren ; some get so they can't 
pay and others so they will not 
pay. 

Now brethren there is no 
mystery about this, it is as plain 
as a man's hand if yon will look 
a moment; and think a minute. 

X Take notice now. 

The bnlk of. the subscriptions 


taken by Bro, Hal singer were 
made payable to the churches, 
and are nn negotiable, non-inter- 
est bearing and were left in the 
bands ot the pastor or some oth- 
er member of the church. 8o 
you can plainly see that the Col- 
lege Board had do lawful au- 
thority to try to collect them. 

2. Now take notice. 

When Bro. Holeinger's canvass 
commenced,|the debt was|$40,000. 
Notes and scholar ships were in 
the hands of the Trustees footing 
up $16,000, and It was proposed 
to sell land belonging to the 
College valued at $5,000. This- 
land has not been sold, and of 
the $16,000 of securities, $6,600, 
have been paid. This College 
business dates from June 1884, 
and one year before the Dayton 
Convention proposed to pay the 
debt. The interest on the $20,- 
000 at 7J per cent, would bring 
that $20,000 to $26,000, deduct the 
$5,600, and you will have a re- 
mainder of $20,400. The inter- 
est on the $6,600 would more 
than balance the interest on the 
interest of the original $20,000. 
Now the old trustees and ex- 
trustees have assumed $21,000 of 
the debt, and that sweeps away 
all of that half. 

3. Now take notice. 
Bro. IloUinger proposed June 

1884, to raise the remainder of 
the debt, $20,000, and be was 
then the President of the board 
of Trustees. lie took condition- 
al unnegotiable, non -interest- 
bearing notes, made payable 
largely to the churches where 
the money was donated, and the 
board o f trustees has .no lawful 
authority to try to collect these 
securities. The $20,000 was 
raised, counting cash donations, 
and with what the sisters con- 
tributed and amounts received 
through this paper. 

NoTlCH.— The Dayton Conven- 
tion was held in 1883, so the 
school was from that time on 
under the control of Progressive 
trustees, and the following 
amounts were lost on the school. 


after a canvass was commenced. 
Here was the $20,000 bearing an 
average of 7J per cent. In four 
years, this wonld make this $'20, 
000, $20,000. Then there was a 
deficit of $3,500 on the expenses 
of the school as before stated. 
This would bring the total to 
$20,500. Since the Brethren 
church by its public efforts has 
paid between $8,000 and ;$9,000 
ot the sum contracted, leaving 
about $21,000 of honorable and 
legitimate obligation unpaid. 
The Board ot Trustees has faith- 
fully and honorably defended 
the interests of the church till 
this, and the College now stands 
before the Brethren Church with 
the Court of Ohio ready to give 
a faultless tittle tor $20,000. Now 
don't allow yourself to get the 
receipts tangled. Remember 
that about half that has been 
paid in was on claims secured be- 
fore Bro. Uolsinger commenced 
his canvass to raise $20,000. 

6. Now take notice here. 

a. The Brethren Church is 
morally bound to pay this debt, 

b. Some of its members have 
not respected obligations made 
in good faith, and caused repeat- 
ed misrepresentations to be made, 
by the hoard of trustees, who 
expected they would honor their 
pledges. 

It is too bad that the church 
was so burdened. 

7. How notice again, 

We proposed to have a con- 
vention last week. Bio. Oobaugh, 
Keim, W ampler and Cober were 
present "with the folks at home," 
and counted money and pledges, 
and the sum total amounted to a 
little more than ten thousand.

in having a name that will dis- 
tinguish your profession, so that 
strangers will know yonr profes- 
sion at ones, or will be impressed 
with an interest in knowing yonr 
doctrine. 

The naked name of "Brethren" 
is rather general, and as there are 
several churches that use that 
name and are more prominent 
than it is possible tor ns to be, 
we must continue for years at a 
disadvantage in this respect, and 
not enjoy the assistance that a 
distinative name wonld give. 

It has been suggested that we 
add to the name already used 
and make it, "TBI Brkthrin or 
CoNoasaATioN or Christ." 

This name would carry with 
it a suggestive originality, and to 
the stranger it would provoke 
inquiry, and aueh occasions af- 
ford a most favorable opportuni- 
ty to "spread the the doctrine." 
When individuals candidly in- 
quire for information, they will 
listen to your answer, and it will 
leave its impression. 

Again, the word congregation, 
while meaning the same as 
church, is used by no religious 
body in that manner, and is very 
expressive, as we make promi- 
nent the congregational system 
of church government. In this 
country no other form is adapted 
to the prevailing sentiment of 
government held by the people, 
and our people should take ad- 
vanced grounds upon that prin- 
ciple and proceed to perfect it in 
practical application; and "Con- 
gregation" in our name (appears 
to us very appropriate. 

How does it appear to yon T 

With this addition "The Breth- 
ren would continue, to be our 
name at home and away from 
home, "The Brethren or Congre- 
gation of Christ"

Grand total $29,600 

Of this twenty thousand or 
more of securities, less than $8,- 
500 have been collected. This 
would leave a debt ot $21,000, on 
this side remaining. The one 
thousand has been paid largely 
by the brethren here at Ashland 
by carrying claims against the 
College, paying interest ont ot 
th sir own pockets, and by collec- 
tions taken up by individuals 
who held claims and had the 
cause at heart. 

4. Take Notice. 

It the Board of Trustees and 
the debtors bad not paid anything 
aud interest waa counted up in 
full with the expenses of con- 
ducting the College, it would foot 
up $57,500 now. Bo the money 
which baa been paid in, and what 
it has earned it interest is reckon- 
ed upon it, make a sum total of 
$16,600. 

5. Now take particular no- 
tice here. 

In 1888 the Brethren Church 
proposed to raise this debt. The 
Board of Trustees represented 
that there wore $20,000 of debt 
to be provided for. One year 


Total, $12,796 

If this was cash in band it 
would be safe to try to do some 
thing. Only a part. This is a 
poor showing after all this effort, 
and now the debt remains $20,- 
000 as, it was in the start, and the 
church drained of a large amount 
oi money. I have trifled with 
the delusion of hope for .two 
years, the time of my connection 
with the board. I have given 
the College up. You brethren 
must come forward now and 
save it or it is gone. I found 
this debt on th*> church when I 
came into it, and loyalty de- 
manded that I should do my part, 
and I had no right to question 
its propriety, I made the church 
my choice, including the debts, 
and unless God raises up a way 
of escape I shall go down in the 
dissolution standing by the 
colors and loyal to the end. 

There are men in the church 
who can avert all, hut are they 
willing?

I have this state- 
ment in the handwriting of the 
receiver and if we buy it we will 
receive a guarantee deed from 
the court aud of this twenty thou- 
sand dollars, we have pledgee 
that are good to the amount of 
fourteen thousand. 

Now dear Brethren, don't de- 
ceive yourselves any longer, you 
must come to the rescue and help 
the young men of our brother- 
hood out in their efforts. 

We pledge our lives to the 
work if you will only give us a . 
little encouragement. I for my 
part, hereby pledge my life until 
the work ot obtaining a success- 
ful institution of learning in the 
brotherhood is accomplished »nd 
you who know me best can judge 
whether I mean any thing by 
this proposition or not. 

Every young man in the 
church will pledge himself to the 
same if you will just give them 
some encouragement to try. 

And that encouragement must 
be enough of the money yon 
have promised us to make the 
first payment. I called on a 
great many of the beBt men of 
Ashland while there, and got 
their views in tbe matter, and I 
find that the unanimous decision 
is that if we get the mstitotion 
and show by our work that we 
mean to make the College a suc- 
cess, they will come to tbe rescue 
with their patronage and their 
money for the rest that is to be 
raised in equal proportion to our 
brotherhood. 

Now do not delay, send in yonr 
money. It we do not boy the 
College it will be returned to yon. 
Bend in all you can, be that 
much or little, but send all yon 
can and may God assist you to 
be liberal. The rising genera- 
tion is watching yon almost 
breathless to see whether they 
will be obliged to seek a home in 
a kinder and more liberal church 
or whether tbe church ol their 
choioe will respond to their ap- 
peals and show that tbey ap- 
preciate the sacrifice and hard 
work on the part of our yonng 
men. 

I with I could get you to see 
it as I see it, to feel as I feel 
about it, as all the young men 
see it, Cober, Tombaugb, Kenoh, 
Miller, Kimmel, Hildebrand, 
Ditch, Cobs ugh, and many oth- 
ers, all see in this the decisive 
struggle ot our church.
